at co a considerable amount of interest hére,. 
and inguiries which were to-day show | 
that the position in which the traders have 
found themselves is @ sorry one. . un- 
happiness of their plight has been increased 
by the fact that, as prices at present stand, 
they find themselves unable to meet the 
petitive campaign of the Cork brewery firm 
of Messrs. Beamish and Crawford, which has 
been breaking new ground for the Poe 
twelve or eighteen months, not only in Cork 
City, but alse im various parts of Ireland. 
They have now opened seriously both in 
Dublin and Belfast, 

The lines along which the compass has 
bec.. developed are as follows;—The firm 
selects certain public-houses, generally in 
working-class districts, for the exclusive sale 
of the Beamish and Crawford stout at charges 
lower than those charged by the publican 
for corresponding grades of Guinness’s u- 
factures. An inerease in the number of cus- 
tomers has resulted in every instance where 
houses have been taken over in working-class 
districts with that particular end in view. 

ALTERED CONDITIONS, ... 

Dublin publicans have ignored the altered 
conditions of living and the general shortage 
of money consequent on py HE Se) and 
various other causes, and they ve kept up 
the price of drink at the level of “ boom 
years, with the result that they have been 
unable to meet the present contingency. The 
fac: of the matter is that the consumption 
of intoxicating drink per head of the a- 
tio has been steadily declining in the Fre 
State for some years, and even if. the 
Viatners’ Alssociation in Dublin reduced their 
prices to-morrow there would be no appre- 
ciable increase either in their sales or turn- 
over. The only result would be the loss of | 
whatever additional profit is gained at the 
present time. In other words, if every pub- 
lican in Dublin reduces his prices to-morrow, 
none will benefit. On the other hand, where 
a firm steps in and talk-: over selected houses 
in selected localities, an 1 undersells, its out- 
put is likely to increase. 

This is: the position of the “trade” in 
Dublin, Cork and Belfast, and, although the 
Dublin Association has decided not to reduce 
th price of stout, the fact remains that in 
many houses a reduction has already been 
made. The ‘‘Ring” price of stout is one 
shilling per pint in Dublin, but many mem- 
bers of the Association are actually selling at 
tenpence per pint, and are benefiting at the 
expense of those who continne to charge the 


higher scale, 
A COMPARISON. 

t is interesting to compare the prices of 
Guinness s stout in Dublin, Cork and Belfast. 
Here in Cork a pint of stout is only nine- 
pence, in Belfast tenpence, and in Dublin, 
where the stout is brewed, one shilling has 
been universally charged until recently. In 
Belfast and Cork a bottle of stout costs 
sixpence, and in Dublin eightpence. It is 
dificult to see what the next move in the 
fight between Messrs. Beamish and the 
“Ring” will be.

CIVIC GUARDS’ DISCOVERY. 


At Derryneen (Co. Galway) District Court, 
when Michael Polan and Pat Folan were 
charged under the Illicit Distillation Act, 
Guard O’Donnell, Carraroe, stated that he, 
with Sergeant Nolan, discovered on the lands 
ol Pat Folan seven barrels of wash and about 
6 cwt. of malt. While they lay concealed, 
Michael Folan approached, looked ‘at the 
barrels and ran away. Witness followed an 
captured him. He said that hé wag out tésed 
some donkeys that he had tied on his lands 
the evening before. 

Pat Folan said that he grew the barley 
himself and could not sell it, and he malted 
it for the purpose of making a “ drop” of 
poteen. 

The Justice said that jail was good enough 
for the defendant, but as this was his first 
offence he was taking a lenient view of the 
charge, and he would fine him £200, miti- 
gated to £2. In the charge against Michael 
Folan there was a doubt in it, and he was 
giving him the benefit of the doubt. He was 
letting him off, under the First Offenders Act, 
in his own recognisances of £20, for a period 
of twelve months. The Justice added that if 
the parties came before him again he would 
not give them the option of a fine. Instead 
they would have to serve a term in Galway 
Jail, so they had better comply with his

at Many wiémbers of the Council who 


agree with Alderman Duff that they should 
not voluntarily pay the money to the 
Government, but let the Ministry do its 
worst by sending in the bailiffs to collect 
it forcibly as a protest against injustice. 
The business people of the city are in- 
dignant that they should he compelled to 
pay a tax which, in their opinion, has 
no justification—and is certainly inequit- 
able, apart altogether from the legal 
aspect—particularly at a time when trade 
is almost strangled by heavy rates. The 
opinion is freely expressed that, if the 
Government desires to maintain an orna- 
mental force, in the sense that its services 
are not required, it should be made a 
charge on the State, There are always 
sufficient imperial troops in the North to 
cope with any emergency or unforeseen 
incident requiring military aid.

TOLL OF THE ROAD. , 


The fatal trail in the North, as else- 


where, still continues to claim its victims, 
Four motorists were killed in accidents 
during the week-end, while a number of 
people were injured, and the Press also 
recorded inquests on others, including a 
child who was run over by a motor car, 
The total number of casualties since the 
beginning of the year is a disquieting 
commentary on the perils of the road, and, 
notwithstanding the Government’s precau- 
tions as provided in the new motor regula- 
tions, matters seem to be going from bad 
to worse. The craze for speed on motor- 
cycles is responsible for many accidents, 
the rider taking too many risks on winding 
roads, particularly when there is a pillion 
passenger, while mere carelessness, en- 
gendered by long usage, rather than errors 
of judgment, accounts for many tragedies. 
In season and out of the season the 
dangers of the road should be impressed 
on; all who use motor vehicles. No 
motorist ever imagines that he—or she— 
will be involved in an accident, but all 
are potential victims, and they should, 
therefore, exercise ceaseless vigilance; for 
the “‘road-hog ” is not only a.menace to 
himself, but to others as well. Compara- 
tively few accidents occur in the towns 
where drivers are under the observation 


of the police; “it ig” genérálly on. the’ 


countuy road, where there is no super- 
vision, that regrettable incidents take 


place. 
RIP.VAN-WINKLEISM. 

The construction of the Lagan boule- 
vards is proceeding slowly but surely, and 
he banks of the river have been greatly 

autified. Out of ‘an estimated expendi- 
ture of £357,910 the sum of £124,391 has 
already been spent, and a contract has 
just. been taken at £70,972 odd for the 
building of a lock and weir in connection 
with the scheme, When completed, these 
works will keep the water in the upper 
reaches of the river at any desired level, 
so that the stretches of mud at present 
visible at low tide will disappear. 

The erection of the new parliamentary 
buildings at Stormont is apparently a 
wearisome process, and the subject is but 
rarely mentioned nowadays. At the 
present rate of progress even the youngest 
of our legislators will be grey-bearded sages 
before they make Jaws in their new home 
on the outskirts of the city, From time 
to time small instalments of the capital 
grant are dished out by the imperial 
authorities for the work.

MEATH MAN SENTENCED FOR 
NEGLECTING HIS CHILDREN. 


Describing a visit to the house of a man 
charged with child neglect, Inspector Magner 
of the National Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children, stated at Crossakiel (Co. 
Meath) District Sessions that he found that 
the house consisted yof a kitchen and two 
rooms, with the roof over one room gone and 
threatening to fall into the other rooms, which 
it was dangerous to enter. Thé floors were 
wet, and there was very little furniture in the 
place, He saw where the chiidren had to 
sleep—it was in a shed, and the beds consisted 
of but a wisp of straw, with a few old rags 
for bedclothes. | 

The defendant was Laurence Melvin, of 
Robinstown. His four children, from 
seven to eleven years, were described by the 
inspector as being poorly clothed, having 
neither boots nor stockings.

WHY AMENDMENT WAS 
REFUSED. 
On the report stage of the Public Safety 


Bill,

SENTENCED. 


At a special court in Letterkenny last Tues- 
day two well-dressed young women, Mrs. 
Catherine McDaid and her sister-in-law, Mary 
McDaid, of Kilmore, Churchill, were eac 
sentenced to two months’ imprisonment, with 
hard labour, for committing malicious damage 
to a house, the property of Mr. Neil 
McDermott, of Whitehill, Churchill, and also 
with damaging the Civic Guard barrack at 
Churchill. | 

Bridget McDermott stated that the de- 
fendants. came to her house last’ Thursday, 
when they asked her if her daughter Gracie 
was in, ‘stating that they wished to talk to 
her about something that she was supposed to 
have said about them. Witness said that her 
daughter was sick and could not. see them. 
She closed the door, which one of the de- 
fendants then kicked open. Both of the 
accused women then threw stones and broke 
nearly all the windows. They also pulled out 
the window curtains and threw them in a 
ditch.

The accused women called out from the 
dock, ‘‘ You ‘Were afraid to come out, Neil.” 

Sergeant Healy, Churchill. said that when in 
the barrack one of the defendants broke the 
window of*the cell.

The defendants, who admitted the offence, 
said that the whole thing was due to story- 
telling.

DUBLIN METROPOLITAN CATTLE, 
North Circular road, Thursday.—The official 
register of to-day’s stock gathering showed 
some increase in cattle entries, but a substan- 
tial falling off in sheep aad lambs.

Strictly choice quality cattle were none too 
plentiful, particularly of suitable grade for 
Scotch markets. For a few drafts of very 
fancy black polled bullocks around 48s.

impossible any. form of naval competition 
between the three Powers—namely, by the 
elimination of competitive, building, the

SAVING FOR ALL. 

The British plan would lead to greater 
economy, and more of the taxpayers’ 
money would be saved in every country. 
Britain could. not, therefore, be charged 
with departing from the chairman’s in- 
junction to exercise ' wise economy.’’ 
Britain made another proposal in the 
direction of economy which, if adopted, 


| would save millions of pounds to all three 


countries. 

They, had been told that the respective 
navies should maintain the lowest possible 
level compatible with national security, 
and the British delegation proceeded to 
explain quite clearly their position in that 
respect, They found, however, that the 
American delegation was unwilling to put

INSURANCE AGAINST TERRIBLE 
RISKS. 

“although Great Britain is carrying @ 
heavy burden of taxation, few people in 
Britain would demur at providing the 
money to keep open the waterways to 
carry our food and raw materials. We 
regard it as an insurance against terrible 
risks. Proof that we are not nervous of 
any danger from American action lies in 
the fact that we have made no complaint 
against American superiority in destroyers 
and submarines, or shown any desire to 
build up to equality in these classes.” 
| Mr. Bridgeman assured the American 
delegation that the British attitude was 

not due to fear of unfriendly action on 
| the part of the United States; “but,” he 
| said, “ we cannot append our signature to 
a clause violating the three cardinal points 


laid down at the outset of the Conference |

SEQUEL TO WEDDING-EVE 
| DINNER. 


“It has often been said of young men that 
they are not likely to set the Thames on 
fire, but you have before you to-day @ young

This. statement was made at Henley Police 
Court yesterday by Mr. Gerald Dodson, who 
appeared on behalf of the Thames Conserv- 
ancy Board to prosecute Mr: Gavin Hender- 
son, summoned for cdusing oil to pass into 
the Thames near Henley, and setting the oil 
alight during a bachelors’ party which he 

ve on the eve of his marriage to the Hon. 

onor Philipps, daughter of Lord and Lady 
Kylsant,-on June 2. 

Mr. Henderson is the eldest son of the late 
Colonel the Hon. Harold Henderson, and 
grandson and heir of Lord Faringdon. There 
were four summonses. 

The case for the prosecution, as stated by 
counsel, was that Mr. Henderson gave a 
dinner party at the Phyllis Court Club on the 
eve of his marriage. There were about 30 
— and Bis spe the dinner some of the

“There were flames which could be seen 
for a considerable distance, and attracted the 
attention of a police sergeart,’’ said counsel. 
“The flames scorched the front of the brick- 
work and the roses growing in front of 
Phyllis Court for a distance, so far as one 
can judge, of about 20 yards, and stretched 
over the river for a considerable distance. 
When the social secretary went to investigate 
he saw a number of guests on. the lawn. 
They were somewhat excited. Mr. Henderson 
was there.” Mr. Dodson said that, as an 
indication of the spirit of the dccasion; some 
of the guests threw heavy garilen seats into 
the river. When the‘excitement subsided 
and the fire was out Mr, Henderson admitted 
to the social secretary that he was responsible, 


and ssid he would ‘‘pay for everything.” 


In fact, he paid for the petrol used. 

When the police sergeant arrived he 
learned that Mr. Henderson had accepted full 
responsibility, and no further inquiries were 
made, but ón July. 22 Mr. Henderson’s 
solicitors wrote stating that Mr. Henderson 
denied taking any part whatever in ordering 
petrol to be put into the river and set on fire. 

““The fire was so terrifying,”’ Said Captain J. 
A. Harvey, Social Secretary of the Phyllis 
Court Club, “that, I rushed down to the river- 
side. I found that all the shrubs, rose bushes 
and creepers on the riverside were blazing. 
The flames were*so high that they burfted 
the trees which stand about a yard and a 
half from the riverside and only a yard or 
two from the grand stand. 

“There was a screen of flames in front. of 
the river, and it was impossible to tell how 
far the fire extended, but there was no 
doubt that petrol was burning behind the 
screen of flames because of the density of the 
smoke. 

“* Fortunately there were no oraft on the 
river at the time. Silhouetted against the 
sheet of flame I saw a lot of figures in even- 
ing dress.”’

ARAB AND CELT. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—In your interesting article of the Jats 
Sir Harry Johnston’s career and writings you 
mention his tracing “of the position of the 
verb in Celtic to the influence of the Mediter- 
ranean stock in the land of the Berbers.’’ It 
would be interesting to know who these 
Berbers were—whether dark-skinned or white 
skinned Berbers. In a paper written by the 
late Professor Sir William Ridgeway, in or 
about 1908, he speaks of the grammatical 
structures of the Indo-European labguages as 
being identical, and it is diffienlt tovaccept the 
statement as to the position of the verb in 
Celtie being different from that of the othe» 
European languages. 

Quoting from one of the late Sir Harry 
Johnston's books on. African languages, Mr. 
Wells, in his “* Outline of History,” speaks of 
a people in North Africa who use a Berber 
grammar with a Celtic vocabulary. Perhaps, 
the white Berbers mentioned above were the 
Berbers referred to. H so, this brings us 
directly into teach with the Getulians of 
North Africa in the Roman period (who were 
probably ‘a colony of sea-trading Gaels), or 
else with their white-skinned neighbours, the 
Kabyles of French Morocco. 

By some writers the. name “ Kabyle?” is 
stated to be. Arabic, but, in my opinion, it 
derives either from the Latin cadallus, a 
horse, or the Gaelic capadall, also meaning a ' 
horse. It is most likely that the name 
“ Kabyles ” is Gaelic, since the Indo-European 
name for horse, in Latin, is equus. Could 
these or their Getulian contemporaries and 
neighbours, who were béth most probably of 
Celtic stock, have been confounded by Sir’ 
Harry with Mediterranean man ?—Yours, etc.,
